Scheme for Extension of Lilies Will Be 
Brought Before the Board of 
Trade. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 
board of trade on Friday eveoing next, 
the question of railway extension on 
Vancouver Island will come up for dis- 
cussion. This matter has been promi¬ 
nently brought to the front during the 
late sitting of the legislature. With the 
incorporation of the Cowichan, Albernl A 
Fort Rupert Une, this was brought 
prominently forward. 

L<val men interested In the extension 
uf the Island system interested capita b 
bits in the scheme, and were prepared to 
enter into arrangements with the gov¬ 
ernment which would have resulted In 
completing a Une of commankathia be¬ 
tween Victoria and the north end of the 
Island. The parties Interested. It Is said, 
asked from the gorernmriit aid amount¬ 
ing to about sr.5on.ono. 

.With this given the parties would go 
into the field this spring nnd in about two 
years It was expected to have the road 
In operation. 

The capita lists’ interested in the schema 
were well assured of the success which 
would attend it. They looked forward 
LA making It the direct means of com¬ 
munication with the Yukon. It ia said 
that they contemplated, if possible, ob¬ 
taining running rights ver the E »V N 
for n part of the way. In consequence 
of the building of this line the promoters 
believed that Victoria would at once be¬ 
come the headquarters for the Yukon 
trade, outrivailing the elty of Beattie in 
a few years. 

«ln addition to thin the company looked 
to entering to the rarirms mining rentriw 
of Vancouver Island by means of branch 
lines. The charter provides for building 
'Jtl jrnile lines from the main rood. By 
this" means such camps a« Quat«ino 
would lie brought into close connection 
with Victoria.
